UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.

The reduction of the import duty on boots and shoes to 10 per cent. 
is being already reflected, so it is stated in the 

BootsandShoes. press, by a considerable increase in the imports 
from the United Kingdom. During the first six 

months of the fiscal year, that is to say, from Ist July to 3lst 
December, 1910, no less than 78,542/. worth of boots and shoes were 
imported. In other words, in six months more than three times as 
many boots and shoes were imported as in the whole of the year 1909. 


There is a demand for certain descriptions of woollen goods, particu- 
, larly well-made caps, tweed hats and light Raglan 
ess papi overcoats ; and it would seem that, in spite of the 
almost prohibitive duty, there is an opportunity 

for increased business. 


Men’s hosiery, such as hats, caps, gloves, d&c., finds a steady, if

The sale of such articles as jams, hard sweetmeats, sauces, teas, dc.

The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Portland, Maine, (Mr. J. B. Keating) on the trade of that 
district in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 


The Vice-Consul is of the opinion that, notwithstanding the enormous 

customs duty, more British manufactured woollen 

Woollen Cloth. goods might be sold to custom tailors. There is 

very little difference between the prices, to custom 

tailors, of domestic manufactured and of imported woollen goods, 

as the price set by domestic jobbers is inflated to a rate 

which is not much lower than that at which British manufactured 
woollen goods can be imported and sold. 

The price at which British woollen goods can be sold in Portland 
(v.e., the price including freight, insurance and customs duties) would 
be termed the competitive price or value; consequently the domestic 
manufactured woollen goods would be sold just under that price—the 
relative value of the goods not being closely criticised by the purchaser. 
The domestic manufactured article is often disposed of as foreign. 
The Vice-Consul has personally inspected some so-called British 
woollens folded like goods of British manufacture, but entirely without 
the manufacturer’s name or distinctive mark. 





With the exception of local retail firms there is no firm doing business 

in British manufactured jams. None of the whole- 

Jams. sale firms stock them, and the sale is strictly 

limited to retailers in Portland and a few other 

cities in the State. No effort is apparently being made to push 

British jams through wholesalers, or to create a demand amongst 
the consumers. 


Tea is gradually coming into favour as a beverage. The importers, 

however, are not yet conversant with the taste of 

Tea. the local market and with the proper care necessary 

for the handling of tea in bulk, chests being 

“dumped” into drawers, &c. open to atmospheric changes, steam 

heat and various odours of conflicting pungency. Some of the package 

tea retailed at 60 e. (2s. 6d.) could scarcely be marketed in the 

United Kingdom for ls. per lb., and the average Englishman would 
not care to drink tea made therefrom at any price.

It is customary to 

ornament the centre of the roof-ridge of 1 Chinese house with an 

elaborate plaster decoration—usually in the form of a design embody- 

ing the character fu, meaning “happiness.” To prevent this being 

damaged by the depredations of crows, large numbers of needles are 
stuck, point outwards, into the plaster while it is still soft. 





HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE

raw products likely to be of interest to British manufacturers. It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners appointed by the Board of Trade, in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South Africa, and a list- 
of the local Trade Correspondents in British Colonies, together with 
information as to the work of His Majesty’s Commercial Attachés.- 
and Consular Officers and their relation to the Branch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information* (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a 
“Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the 
Register as received, but the Branch is always prepared to deal with 
applications from firms for specific information in the interests of 
British trade, whether the applicants’ names are enrolled on the 
Register referred to or not.

The large number of Canadian summer visitors annually coming to 
Maine should stimulate British salesmen to cater more carefully for 
that market. An exhibition of British manufactured goods, not 
necessarily on a large scale, but sufficiently large to be of value, and 
easily movable, would stimulate trade throughout, especially among 
the British famiiies who annually migrate to every seaside resort from 
Calais to Kittery, for the summer season, in numbers sufficient in 
some places to be classed as ‘‘ Canadian colonies.” 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MAY, 1911.* 
I —GENERAL. 

Tne trade returns for May, 1911, when compared with those 
for May, 1910, show increases in the value of the Exports of the 
Produce and Manufactures of the United Kingdom, and of the Exports 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise, but a decrease in the value of 
the Imports into the United Kingdom. 

The value of the Imports in May was 53,929,824/., a decrease 
of 1,299,9291., or 2°4 per cent., as compared with May, 1910; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to 46,449,779/., an increase of 
4,548,2J6l. The Exporis of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show an increase of 4,007,517/., or 11°9 per cent., as com-

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
May, 1911, amounted to 3,674,525 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to 5,443,995 tons, as against 3,607,832 tons entered, and 4,782,523 
tons cleared, during May, 1910. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during May, 1911, 
amounted to 2,781,828 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 2,742;325 
tons, as against 2,588,077 tons entered, and 2,562,161 tons cleared, 
in May, 1910. 

VI—FIVE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-MAY). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the five months, January-May, 1911, amounted to 16,360,001 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 23,934,341 tons, as against 15,808,326 tons 
entered and 22,320,755 tons cleared during the five months, January- 
May, 1910.

If it is proposed 
to import any pharmaceutical product which is not similar to any 
product specified in the list, a sample of such product must be for- 
warded to the “ Direcciéo Geral das Contribuigoes e Impostos” in 
order that the unit on which the tax is leviable may be fixed. 

The tax is payable by means of the affixing of a special stamp on 
each box, bottle, &c., of the product at the time of clea:ance through 
the Customs house. ‘The stamps so affixed will be cancelled by the 
Customs officials. :

84 ins., and arrangements are in hand to 
make this the standard gauge for ail through main lines in the 
Commonwealth. * 





RUSSIA.

The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Sulina (Mr. F. Watson) on the trade of that district in 
1910, which will shortly be issuéd :— 


As a loading port for grain Sulina is of considerable importance to 
h British shipowners. All the grain which is loaded 

ae aes at Sulina is brought down river in lighters, as 
Contract. many as 300 being engaged in this business. The 
conditions of trade in the port cannot be too carefully studied by ship- 
owners. Some owners have been so long content with loosely-worded 
berth contracts which gave rise in many cases to avoidable friction 
with agents, and thereby sometimes entailed loss of time to the vessel, 
that it is pleasant to report the advent of a new berth contract (see 
above) as a step in the right direction. ‘The new contract does much 
to clear the ground on certain disputed points. For instance, holidays 
are better defined. Running days with certain allowances for bad 
weather are substituted for working days. Time counts from the 
arrival of the vessel in port, being in free pratique. ‘This clause 
hardly affects vessels loading at Sulina, where there is never any diffi- 
culty in obtaining a berth. At the up-river ports it is otherwise and

the regulation may even affect Sulina for the worse from the owner’s 
point of view by tending to remove one of the chief objections to 
loading at the up-river ports. 

The excision of the clause relating to the payment of despatch 
money is worth noticing. It must often be worth a shipowner’s while 
to pay for time saved; and on the Danube, unless he pays, not much 
time is likely to be saved unless it suits the shipper. This, however, 
is a matter which might at times be left to the discretion of the ship- 
master who is on the spot. 


The chief change which arises in the contract, however, is the 
payment of 4d. per ton to the agent for all charges and expenses in 
port except European commission dues, sanitary dues and agency fee. 
This is excellent, as it eliminates a former fruitful source of dispute 
between master and agent. The owner, moreover, will have the 
advantage of knowing beforehand what the expenses of the port will 
be. With regard to actual expenses there is not much difference, in 
the case of a small vessel, between the old and the new systems. 
For larger vessels it would seem that expenses will be heavier.” So 
many expenses, such as mooring, boat hires, &c., are practicaily the 
same for vessels of all sizes in the Danube trade, that under the new 
contract vessels of large capacity would seem to stand to pay more. 
Still the contract must be considered as a whole, and the advantages 
secured to the shipowner may be worth the extra disembursements 
which it seems that he will have to make in some cases to the agent.

complete the dock basin to a length of 766 yards 
by the end of 1912. The railway—about 2,200 yards—between the 
station and the site of the dock, as well as a double line along the 
river quay of 242 yards, have now been completed. 

The power station for the proposed eight electric cranes has been 
installed, though only two of the cranes were to be erected this spring ; 
the necessary funds for a further four are included in the Budget for 
1911-12, and the last two will be provided for in 1912 when the two 
steam cranes at present at Galatz will be removed to Braila. It is 
hoped that these electric cranes for discharging cargo, together with six 
electric self-weighing cereal elevators, of which one has already been 
ordered, will entirely modernise the equipment of the port. One and 
probably two electric elevators for discharging coal from vessels on to 
the dock-side are to be installed at Braila during 1911 ; and, should 
these machines prove a success, at least one will be erected at Galatz 
during 1912.

meme way: 24th February, 1910, p. 386). The opening of 
thig section marks the completion of the Central Railway, which 
was begun in 1896. The length of the line is 157 miles; the 
shortest railway route between its terminals has hitherto been 371 
miles long. The railway runs from Nagano through the provinces of 
Shinshu and Echigo to Nagoya on the Tokaido, the main line 
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connecting Tokio with Kobe. Hitherto the only railway connection 
between Shinshu, Nagana and the neighbouring provinces has been 
by a circuitous route passing through Tokio. The silk produced in 
Shinshu and Echigo has all been forwarded vid Tokio, the export 
trade being carried on at Yokohama. While it is not probable thas 
the opening of the Central Railway will have any effect on Yokohama 
as a port of export, Nagoya should gain considerably in importance as 
a centre of distribution of silk intended for domestic consumption, 
and also of the miscellaneous goods imported and manufactured at 
Kobe and Osaka and destined for Shinshu and the neighbouring 


provinces. (C. 4,833.)

woollen industries, the cotton trade is very 
Cotton Industry. little better than it was several months ago, and 

weavers see no immediate prospect of an improve- 
ment in prices. ‘This unsatisfactory state of affairs is attributable 
to the high prices of raw cotton and to the diminished exports of 
finished goods, as compared with previous years. The recent warm 
weather has enabled many warehouses to reduce their stocks of light 
material, but this will not influence the market to any appreciable 
extent. Cotton printers and dyers have also had to go on short time. 
Although there has been a slight improvement lately in the cotton 
trade, the want of shipping orders is keenly felt, as an improvement 
in this direction will alone permit works to run full time. ‘The 
spinning branch of the German cotton industry is the most satisfactory, 
as spinners have a good supply of orders in hand. If this can be 
maintained, and if an improvement sets in in the weaving trade, a 
rise in selling prices may be fairly confidently expected.

One bundle invoiced as 10's and the make-up of which suggested 
that it was sold as 1U’s proved to be only 8-04 after reeling, the length 
of the six half-hanks tested being respectively 407, 414, 399, 414, 
424, and 405 yards, or an average of 410 yards, which is 10 yards, or 
nearly 24 per cent., short of the standard length. 

Another bundle described as 12’s proved to be only 9°04 after 
reeling. ‘This yarn was very short-reeled, the length of the hanks 
tested being respectively 627, 595, 617, 615, 621 and 614 yards, or 
an average of 615 yards, which is 225 yards, or 262 per cent., short 
of the standard length of 840 yards,

The British Vice-Consul at Nicolaieff (Mr. P. Bagge) reports as 
follows, under date 30th May, on the prospects of 
the grain crops in the region from which that port 


draws its chief supplies, namely, the Governments 
Grain Trade at of Kherson, Kharkov, Taurida, Poltava and Kieff:— 


mronenie®. During the first half of May dry winds con- 
tinued, accompanied by hot weather. About a fortnight ago, however, 
the weather became much cooler, and rain began to fall. The rainfall 
now has been ample for present needs. It should be remembered 
that, generally speaking, the dry winds only caused a lack of moisture 
on the surface; below the surface there was no lack of moisture 
to a good depth. The contact between the two has now been 
made and the crop prospects are on the whole good. Eye was affected 
by the drought and has suffered everywhere. Winter wheat is very 
good along the Fastoff line, and elsewhere satisfactory. Spring wheat 
and barley are very good everywhere. 

A great obstacle to the realisation of the present favourable pros- 
pects lies in the fact that the season is 3 or 4 weeks late. At the 
time that the grain will be ripening this year the weather is normally 
very hot, accompanied occasionally by dry scorching winds. At such 
a stage of their growth the crops can suffer great damage in the 
course of a few hours. 

The abundant rains of the past week will have the effect of releas- 
ing the stocks of wheat held back in consequence of the drought. 
Large arrivals are now expected. The stocks of barley and rye are 
on the contrary small, and those of rye that do exist will probably be 
held back on account of the unfavourable condition of the new crop.

Sugar and Prices market during the coming sugar season (1st 
fixed for 1911.12, Ptember, 1911, to 1st September, 1912) at 
" 73,000,000 pouds (about 1,168,000 tons), and the 
total normal production at 91,000,000 pouds (about 1,454,000 tons). 
The obligatory inviolable reserve for the same period is fixed at 
8,000,000 pouds (128,000 tons). The maximum price of sugar for 
the home market from Ist September, 1911, to 1st January, 1912, is 
to be 4°05 roubles per poud (11. 6s. 7d. per cwt.), and from 1st January 
to lst September, 1912, 4°15 roubles per poud (1l. 7s. 3d. per cwt.). 





SWEDEN.

Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual Statement” for 1908 and 
earlier years. 

It may be noted that for 1909 the figures of Volumes I. and II. 
relate to the countries of consignment for imports and countries of 
final destination for exports. A supplementary volume similar to 
that noted above for 1909 will continue to be issued for later years, in 
which particulars will be given as mentioned above, on the same 
basis as those published (up to the year 1908) in the first two 
volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the details of 
the differences resulting from the change of system for a further limited 
period, 

The ‘ Annual Statement” for 1910 is expected to be issued shortly.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the ‘“ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since Ist April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the ‘Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the “‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816-sent out in 1909. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of ‘Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ;

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time.
